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AAUP taking its case to UNL faculty

The UNL chapter of the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors (AAUP) will 
spend this month taking its case 
to the. faculty on Campus, ac- 
cording to chapter president 
Robert Haller. 

Haller, professor and gradu- 
ate chairman of English at UNL, 
said his group will direct their 
“educational campaign’ at “dif- 
ferent parts of the college in dif- 
ferent ways.” The AAUP will be 
trying to convince faculty mem- 
bers to allow the group to re- 
present them in collective bar- 
gaining negotiations. 

Haller said the group will be 
asking faculty to sign a “hard 
card,’’ which says that the 
signer authorizes the AAUP to 
serve aS an agent in collective 
bargaining and that calls on the 
Commission of Industrial Rela- 
tions to call an election. 


He said the group’s prelimi- 
nary meetings have focused on 
identifying issues across the 
campus. Various committees 


have been formed to help get. 


the word out he said. 

Under the law, 30 percent of 
those defined in the bargaining 
unit would have to sign cards 
for an election to be called. 
Haller said, however, the AAUP 
chapter won't act unless it re- 
ceives 70 percent of the signa- 
tures of those eligible to vote. 
“We don’t want an election just 
for an election’s sake,” he said. 
“We want to be sure we'll win.” 

The Lincoln chapter held an 
election in 1976, which it lost 
503-634. Haller said that the 
vote proved the AAUP hada lot 
of support in 1976, adding that it 
had additional support now. 

Haller said the bargaining 
unit, which totals somewhere 
between 1,200-1,400 faculty, 
would include the same groups 


it did in 1976. All full-time facul- 
ty, librarians, extension agents 
research persons at the agricul- 
tural institute and department 
chairpersons are part of the 
unit. : 

The Law and Dental Colleges, 
management personnel, and all 
those holding rank above de- 
partment chairpersons, includ- 
ing deans and heads of schools, 
will be excluded, Haller said. 

He said if his group was suc- 
cessful with the petition drive, it 
would go to the NU Board of 
Regents and ask it to accept the 
UNL AAUP as that campus 
agent without an election. How- 
ever, Haller said, this is not a 
practical plan, adding that the 
regents probably would not ac- 
cept the idea. “They have along 
history” of trying to delay and 
interfere with collective bar- 
gaining processes, he said. 

The AAUP hopes to bring the 
matter before the board in De- 


Cage star Derrick Jackson 
dropped for 1979-80 season

UNO basketball coach Bob 
Hanson has suspended team 
captain and All-North Central 
Conference guard Derrick 
Jackson from the squad for 
the entire season for disciplin- 
ary reasons. 


Jackson's’ dismissal 


stemmed from an altercation’ 


which occurred in a practice 
session last Friday in which 
Jackson spat upon a team- 
mate after an exchange of 
words. 

Hanson said the suspension 
was simply a disciplinary mat- 
ter and that he would have no 
further comment on any as- 
pect of it. He said the reason 
he will not elaborate is that he 
can see no one benefiting 
from any discussion of the 
issue. 

In addition, Hanson said he 
will not respond to any state- 
ments made by Jackson be- 
Cause he (Hanson) has no in- 
tention of carrying on a verbal 
battle through the press. 

Hanson said he had talked 
Over the matter with the rest of 
the players and that practice 
has resumed at its normal 
Pace. In fact, one player said 
Monday’s workout was one of 
the Mavs’ best of the season. 

Hanson said he pondered 
the decision carefully over the 
weekend, adding that the de- 
cision leaves the door open for 
Jackson to return to the team 
next season. 

Jackson said his suspen- 
SION was the culmination of a 
long spell of differing opinions 
between he and Hanson. The 
Senior guard said he learned 
Of his suspension when he 
went to the coach’s office be- 
fore practice Monday. 

Jackson said he still plans to

graduate in May and that play- 
ing next year seems unlikely. 
Jackson will retain his basket- 
ball eligibility for next season 
if he does not play this year. 

The practice skirmish erupt- 
ed when Todd Trofholz appar- 
ently became upset with what 
he felt was a lack of serious 
effort by some players during 
a scrimmage. When Trofholz. 
expressed his concern, Jack- 
son responded with the action 
which led to his dismissal. 

“| know it was something | 
shouldn’t have done,” said 
Jackson. “| planned on apol- 
ogizing to him.” 

Jackson said a “lot of differ- 


ences in philosophy” in bas- 
ketball existed between he 
and Hanson. “When | was a 
freshman, | used to speak out 
a lot, but | gained maturity and 
learned to live with the mon- 
key on my back. | know you 
have to do what the coach 
says.” 

One of the things Jackson 
had to live with was a six-game 
benching at the start of last 
season. Jackson returned to 
the lineup after a UNO losing 
spell to spark the Mavs'to a 
holiday tournament title, the 
conference championship, 
and an appearance in the Div- 
ision I! post-season playoffs. 

Besides being named all- 
conference, Jackson was 
named to the regional all-star 
squad and led the nation in 
free throw accuracy. 

Though all the players con- 
tacted preferred anonymity, 
the consensus opinion of the 
Mav basketballers was that 
Hanson was justified in taking 
action against Jackson. 

“| think we would have lost a 
lot of respect for Coach Han- 


son if he hadn't done anything 


about it,” said one player. 
Another player said, “The pen- 
alty may have been a little 
tough, but everybody knew 
that Coach (Hanson) needed 
to do something.” 

Star forward Rick Wilks, a 
close friend of Jackson and 
part of the renowned “Deuce” 
combination with the guard, 
refused to make any comment 
on the issue, as did Trofholz. ~ 

Athletic Director Don Leahy 
said he talked with Hanson 
about the incident but that the 
decision was entirely up to 
Hanson. Leahy said that after 
reviewing the circumstances 
he was Satisfied with the dis- 
position of the matter.

Researchers learning to control genes

An estimated 15 percent, or 
one in six of all conceptions are 
“grossly, genetically abnor- 
mal,” according to Dr. Jim 
Eisen, professor of human ge- 
netics at the Medical Center and 
director of the sperm bank. 

Genetic abnormalities are a 
part of everyday life, Eisen said 
Tuesday at the second in a ser- 
ies of brown bag luncheons at 
the University Religious Center. 
He spoke on “Potential for Ge- 
netic Change in Society,” as 
part of the “Issues of the ’80s” 
series. 

The genetic conditions that 
medical researchers recognize 
have doubled in the last eight 
years, he said. However, he said, 
some of the developments in 
the genetics field are “contro- 
versial scientific advances” that 
shock some people. 

Fifty percent of first trimester 
miscarriages are due to genetic 
abnormalities, according to 


Eisen, who also is director for 
the Center of Human Genetics. 
“It's nature’s way of taking care 
of the mistake.” One and one- 


half percent of newborn child- 
ren have genetic abnormalities, 
such as mental retardation, he 
said. 

One of the recent develop- 
ments in the field has included 
genetic engineering, “modify- 
ing the genes,” he said. Re- 
searchers have begun to manu- 
facture genes and insert them 
into lower organisms, he said, 
adding that the gene for insulin 
has been inserted into bacteria, 
producing it cheaper than the 
way it is now — from the pan- 


creas of cows. 


The UNMC sperm bank is 
used by couples who can't have 
children and decide on artificial 
insemination, by men planning 
to have vasectomies but who 
want some sperm preserved, 
and by men who will become 
sterile due to some type of treat- 
ment like chemotherapy, he 
said. 

The sperm bank videotapes 
the semen specimens for legal 
reasons, Eisen said. If the cen- 
ter is sued by a donor it would 
be able to prove the semen 
quality, he said. Also, the video- 
tapes are used for research. The

While this letter is aimed at 
the entire student population, 
its main thrust is an appeal to 
the new Senators of the Student 
Government, for it is this group 
that is confronted with the 
chance and challenge of con- 
fronting past contradictions 
and replacing these contradic- 
tions with concrete, humanitar- 
ian commitments and concepts. 

While you have just entered 
office and might still be becom- 
ing familiar with parliamentary 
procedure, issues at hand and 
other similar policies, it is my 
contention that there are more 
“localistic” issues right here in 
our own “back yard” that must 
have priority over “controver- 
sial speakers” and other gar- 
gantuan “games” of this sort. 
This can and will be dealt with in 
the future. However, the past 
election, with emphasis on the 
position of President/Regent is 
being contested — and there- 
fore should be confronted. 

First, you must not become 
involved with the “cliquishness” 
that is so evident in’ Student 
Senate, for this will eventually 
be a liability.

are here to. serve the Student 
Body in general. Attack and dis- 
miss that “buddy system’ that is 
presently in operation. Be your 
own person and remember your 
reason for being there — keep 
in mind who put you there. 
Third, your “education” now 
takes on a two-pronged mean- 
ing; your academic education is 
one part, and your “political ed- 
ucation” is another part. How- 
ever, view these two elements 
as overlapping realities rather 
than as separate entities. Your 


academic education seeks to 
make you more aware of the so- 
ciety around you; your political 
education should be aimed at 
taking this awareness and using 
it to make that society a better 
place to live in. 

In a campus context, this 
means that wherever there is an 
inequitable situation, you acton 
it; for refusal to act means that 
‘you aid and abet the culprit(s) in 
the crime — in a word, guilt by 


association. Therefore, in your 
position it is your duty and right 
to pursue any issue that is detri- 
mental to any individual-or fac- 
tion of the Student body. Again, 
| quote Nyerere who contends, 
“the first essential of a liberated 
man is an awareness of two 
things: his own manhood, and 
the power of man to use circum- 
stances rather than to be used 
by them.” These words will have 
more meaning and magnitude 
as you become more familiar- 
ized with the workings of the 
Student Senate. 7 

Fourth, you must not be 
afraid to introduce or back new 
resolutions, proposals or pro- 
grams. In the past, it would 
seem that we have chosen (or at 
least accepted) blind imitation 
over relevant initiative or ration- 
al adaptation. In your position, 
one that brings with it power 
and popularity, you are indeed, 
a “change-agent” — a person 
who seeks to “overturn” past 
mistakes and implement more 
profound legislation to take its 
place. In a word, it is as Cabral 
states — “. . . turning weakness 
into strength.” 

In conclusion, congratula- 
tions to the new Senators, for 
they represent the potential for 
a new future, a new relationship 
between the students and the 
faculty here at UNO. They are 
also more inclined to be objec- 
tive and rational on key issues, 
for they are not bogged down in 
or controlled by the manipula- 
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tive factions that exist in the 
present structure. 

The issues that we now face 
are critical ones, for we are a 
part of the history-making pro- 
cess at this University. Never 
before has the Student Senate 
appeared to be as willing to 
work as this one; never before 
on this campus has there been 
so much cheating and child-like 
behavior taking place in the 
ranks of Student Government; 
and never before has the histor- 
ical process offered us a better 
chance to exert that which is 
great in each and everyone of 
US. 

The eyes of the entire campus 
are upon you at this time, and it 
might be nice if you would avoid 
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the mistakes made by your 
predecessors. One way to see 
to it that this body of Senators 
functions fairly is to begin ad- 
dressing this past election, with 
emphasis on 1) the race be- 
tween candidates for the Stu- 
dent President Regent slot; 2) 
the ineptitude of at least three 
people on the election commis- 
sion; 3) the pol! workers and 
their tardiness: and 4). the» ac- 
tions of the Senator who ac- 
cepted premature voting re- 
sults. As leaders we will be — 
and should be — criticized in 
the future if we now refuse to 
acknowledge the overwhelm- 
ingly obvious need for change.

Basketball season is off with a bang at UNO. 

Last year’s sparkplug, All-NCC guard Derrick Jackson, has 
been dropped from the squad for an altercation during a practice. 

As soon as the news hit the wires, rumors flew about as to the 
nature of the case, but many of those rumors were quickly dispelled 
when Jackson appeared on television explaining his side in the 
case. 

According to Jackson, he and Coach Bob Hanson merely had 
a personality conflict that had been building. Hanson, meanwhile, 
would not talk about the specifics of the case but said he felt “it was 
for the best of the team.” 

It seems that what Hanson did was, indeed, best for the team. 
All reports indicate that Jackson's actions were flagrant and inex- 
cusable. ; 

lf Jackson thought he was helping his case by going public 
with his side of the story on the day of the suspension, he may have 
been mistaken. Jackson’s admittance of guilt in the practice inci- 
dent and his revelation of differences of opinion with Hanson only 
made the coach’s punishment seem more justified. © Si a 

While most observers might agree that action against Jackson 
was necessary, the severity of the penalty is an aspect many ques- 
tion. Some critics wonder if a year-long suspension might be a bit 
steep for a player spitting on a teammate. 

Jackson has conducted himself in a classy manner both on 
and off the court in the past, and perhaps his recent lapse, though 
distasteful in nature, is nothing more than a regrettable flareup. 

If so, a full season’s Suspension seems too harsh. 

However, maybe there is more to the case than just a player 
popping off in practice, something that, as Jackson said, has been 
building up. 

If that is the case, more clarification is needed to justify the 
expulsion of the key player in last season’s success story. Hanson 
and others have explained silence on the Jackson incident as a 
desire to keep the matter “in the family.” 

While the “basketball family” may seem to be sacred at this 

point, the fact that the team represents the larger “UNO family” 
dictates an explanation of the inner workings of the squad: UNO 
basketball is followed by thousands of students as well as fans from 
the surrounding area, and many feel left out when they are told the 
team they support is none of their business. ‘ 
4 During the-1978 footbalkseason, defensive standout Duane 
Williams was dropped from the squad for disciplinary reasons, and 
a full explanation was presented. Furthermore, the door was left 
open for Williams’ return, and he has made the most of the oppor- 
tunity provided by Coach Sandy Buda. 

Jackson can return to play basketball next season, but he 
would have to do so as a graduate student. Jackson may not have 
planned to do his graduate work at UNO, so the door left open to 
him may have been left ajar just slightly. : 

No one can doubt the need for disciplinary action in this mat- 
ter, but as long as doubts exist about the severity of the penalty and 
the reasons for it, more discussion is needed. 

Many fans would like to see Jackson’s return to action this 
season, possibly in time for a repeat of last year’s laurels. UNO is 
well stocked with fine guards, but Jackson has been one of the 
finest in UNO history and should be given further consideration 
upon making proper restitution for his offense.

Volleyballers 2nd in state 


The Lady Maverick volleyball team won four 
of five matches last weekend to place second in 
the Nebraska AlIAW State Championships held at 
Nebraska Wesleyan in Lincoln. | 

The two-day affair included pool play on Fri- 

day and final matches on Saturday. The Lady 
Mavs breezed through their pool, defeating Hast- 
ings (15-9, 15-9, 15-11) and the College of St. 
Mary’s (15-13, 15-4, 15-13). 
' UNO beat Nebraska Wesleyan in the semi- 
finals in a best two-out-of-three match, sending 
them to the finals with 11 straight wins in the tour- 
nament. Kearney State came to the finals with 
just one game lost in their matches. 

Mo Frenking’s 22 service points helped the 
Lady Mavs to the finals. 

Antelopes tough 

In the final match, the Lady Mavs had a tough 
time defending against the Kearney State attack. 
Vicki Hamm led the UNO defense, blocking 15 kill 
shots, while Sue Wilwerding came on strong of- 
fensively, hammering 16 kill-spikes into the Kear- 
ney State court. 

Despite a great team effort, the Lady Mavs 
dropped three straight games to the Antelopes, 
15-12, 15-11, and 15-10. Nebraska Wesleyan fin- 
ished third in the tourney, with St. Mary’s fourth. 

Both Kearney State and UNO qualified for 
the Region 6 Championships to be held in War- 
rensburg, Mo., November 15-17. The regional 
champion will then move on to the AIAW National 
Championships in Orlando, Fla. 

Schoonover stars 

While the Lady Mav volleyballers snared run- 
nerup honors, UNO cross country ace Theresa 
Schoonover ran to a tenth place finish in the Re- 
gion 6 Championships last weekend in Ames, 
lowa. 

Schoonover ran the 5,000-meter course in 
19:07, not her best time of the year but fast 


enough to qualify her for the All-Region team and 
the AIAW National Cross Country Champion- 
ships in Tallahassee, Fla., on November 17. 

The Division II regional meet included 18 
teams and 100 runners, with the top fifteen indi- 
viduals qualifying for the nationals. UNO had four 
runners in the meet. , 

Barb Catlin ran a 19:51 to finish 26th, Kristi 
Grace was 31st with a 19:59, and Theresa Bau- 
mert came in 76th with a clocking of 21:51. 

“The girls are pretty disappointed,” said 
Coach Bob Condon of the three who did not quai- 
ify for the Nationals. “They could have run better 
and they Know it. They really wanted to goto the 
Nationals.” 

Just pacing 

Of Schoonover’s finish, Condon said, “Terry 
was pacing herself. She was just trying to qualify. 
Now at the Nationads, you can bet she'll pull out 
all the stops and run for all she’s worth.” 

In the team standings in the regional meet, 
South Dakota State finished first with 54 points, 
Mankato State was second with 58, and Kearney 
State took third place. 

The Antelopes’ third place finish was a hard 
pill for UNO to swallow as the Mavs have defeated 
Kearney State in two of three meets this season. 
“We are a caliber team that could have gone all 
the way,” said Condon. “We just didn’t run well 
enough on Friday.”
